TO ASSOCIATION CHATRMAN 
OF YOUTH WORK 


The Association Chairman of youth work 
should by this time have a good working 
relationship with all of the chairmen of 
youth work in local churches of his associa- 
tion. The chairman of youth work in every 
church should have been urged to attend the 
fifth cluster training conference. This 
conference is very important in that it will 
help to set the direction for the work which 
is to be accomplished during the coming 
year. If you have already had the fifth 
cluster training conference, the Association 
Chairman of youth work ought to contact the 
local chairmen who were not present to dis- 
tribute the booklets "This We Can Do In 
Youth Work." If you have not yet had the 
fifth cluster training conference, then you 
ought to make a special effort to promote 
attendance at this worthwhile conference. 
Away ought to be found to get a booklet 
"This We Can Do In Youth Work" into the 
hands of every local church chairman with an 
explanation of its purpose. 


The Association Chairman should remember 
that the final months of the YBA program are 
exceedingly important. A runner may get off 
te a good start and run a good race, but if 
he does not finish he is considered a fail- 
ure. The church that has participated 
faithfully in YBA ought to increase its 
efforts in order to make a strong finish 
during the summer months. Here area few 
things which ought to be considered next. 


a Program of Spiritual Growth Commitments. 
e commitment folders for the program of 
spiritual growth should have been returned 
on the first Sunday of May. Encourage all 
local church chairmen to check on these and 
to encourage other youth to turn them in if 
some have neglected to do so. Those who 
have made commitments may need special en- 
couragement to help them keep the devotional 
practices which they have agreed to prac- 
tice.

What do young people think of the church? 
Why did some young people drop out of the 
church? What part of the church's - program 
has been most meaningful for youth. Is the 
church organized to serve the needs of youth 
today? These are sane of the many questions 
which were asked on a recent survey of youth 
work which was conducted by Miss Helen 
Spaulding, the director of the Department of 
Research of the National Council of Church- 
es, An abbreviated summary of her findings 
has been published in a little booklet en- 
titled "Youth Look at the Church." This 
booklet will be very valuable to help the 
adult worker with youth to better understand 
young people. It sells for 60¢ and may be 
purchased from your nearest American Baptist 
Bookstore.

BYF INTERNES NEXT YEAR 


It is not too early to begin thinking about 
the use of B.Y.F. Internes next year. The 
nine young people who have served this year 
are doing significant work in strengthening 
the youth work of many churches. The exact 
personnel and assignment of the Internes for 
next year still is to be decided. However, 
there are some principles to be observed in 
planning for the fall 1956-57. 


1. Churches should begin to plan early for 
the visit of the Interne. They should 
receive information about what an In- 
terne can do and suggestions for a pos- 
Sible schedule. Such information is 
contained in "A BYF Interne Visits Your 
Church," available from the BYF, 1703 
Chestnut Street, Philadelphia 3, Pa. 


2- The BYF officers and adult cowmselors 
should decide on a definite emphasis for 
the work of the Interne. The limitation 
of time will prevent doing all of the 
possible things an Interne can do; 
therefore a choice will be necessary. 


S- The BYF Interne visit information form 
should be completed and returned to the 
address suggested, at least two weeks 
prior to the Interne's visit. 


In some areas the effective use of an In- 
terne will call for a period of longer than 
one week in a church. Several of the In- 
ternes have found it valuable to go back to 
a church several weeks after their initial 
work. 
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BYF SPECIAL INTEREST MISSION FIELDS 1956-57 


The National Council of the BYF has selected 
the Baptist Academy of Barranquitas, Puerto 
Rico, and the Immanuel Church of Rangoon, 
Burma, as the Special Interest home and for- 
eign mission fields for the new year.

THIS WE CAN DO IN YOUTH WORK 


As a part of the follow-up of the YBA pro- 
gram a series of very interesting booklets 
is now being distributed to local churches.

ORGANIZATIONS AND GROUPINGS FOR YOUNG ADULTS 


Many patterns are followed in grouping 
young adults for study, discussion, fellow- 
ship, action, and recreation in the church. 
This is largely due to the fact that each 
local situation predetermines to some extent 
the kind of grouping that will best serve 
younger men and women. 


Young Adult Class 


The predominant grouping in most Ameri- 
can Baptist churches is the YOUNG ADULT 
CLASS which meets on Sunday morning for 
Bible study and discussion. Very often this 
class assembles with other adult classes in 
a "reneral session," then returns to its ovwm 
classroom for the study period. Officers, 
consisting of a President, Vice President, 
Secretary, and Treasurer are elected annual- 
ly by the class to give administrative di- 
rection to the program, including the sche- 
duling of monthly or quarterly meetings for 
business and fellowship. These classes use 
Uniform Lessons which are based upon selec- 
ted Bible passages, or they may prefer to 
study elective courses which cover a variety 
of subjects representing timely and chal- 
lenging themes for young adult consideration. 
Sometimes these classes consist of a mixed 
group (married and single); married persons 
only; or single persons; depending upon the 
number of young adults in the church. 


Sunday Evening Adult Fellowship 


Another prominent and popular grouping 
of young adults is the BAPTIST ADULT FELLOW- 
SHIP. This group usually meets on Sunday 
evening for the informal discussion of sub- 
jects related to churchmanship, the world 
mission of the church, and Christian leader- 
ship in home, church, and community. Of- 
ficers are elected annually to plan and to 
administer these programs. In larger 
churches there is often a separate group for 
young adults. In smaller churches the young- 
er men and women frequently meet with adults 
of all ages. Basic program materials are 
published monthly in BAPTIST LEADER for use 
in these meetings.

Monthly Meetings 


Monthly meetings for fellowship, socia- 
bility, recreation, and business constitute 
the third major activity of young adults. In 
these sessions a brief devotional period is 
held, followed by the transaction of busi- 
ness, reports, the adoption of new projects, 
and concluding with games, fellowship, and 
refreshments. 


Church Wide Fellowship Activities 


There is value in scheduling bi-monthly 
or quarterly meetings for all young adults 
in the church, regardless of their class or 
group affiliation. Younger men and women 
often teach church school classes for child- 
ren and youth, thereby losing much of the 
fellowship and weekly associations with peo- 
ple of similar age and interest which mem- 
bers of young adult classes enjoy every Sun- 
day. 


Cooperative planning by representatives 
of all young adult groups can result in pro- 
grams that provide a comprehensive fellow- 
ship which is so vital at this stage of 
life. 


A new manual entitled "Young Adult Work 
in Your Church" by Joseph John Hanson, cost- 
ing 10 cents, cotains many new ideas for 
those who are planning young adult programs 
in the local church.

GET YOUR STUDY BOOKS NOW? 


Every church ought to have a complete set of 
the Mission Study Books. Nearly all church- 
es can have these for both themes. Buty 
it is impossible to have both sets, it would 
be wisest to get a complete set, as recom- 
mended, for one of the themes. 


A complete set for both themes will provide 
every church with a basic study curriculum 
and some reading books. The expenditure 
would run about $30.00 and would make avail- 
able to the church for reference the recom- 
mended books for all age groups. The books 
for one of the themes would cost about half 
this much. 


The budget for these books for use in the 
School of Missions and in other study oppor- 
tunities should be a part of the Board of 
Education budget for curriculum. The church 
should have as much concern for the provi- 
sion of these books as it does for Sunday 
school lessons. This basic purchase may be 
supplemented with the provision of addition- 
al reading books for the reading program. 


Organizations like the Woman's Mission Soci- 
ety may wish to supplement this basic pur- 
chase by the church with additional study 
and reading books as the need of their own 
program of missionary education may require. 
These would, of course, be in harmony with 
the church committee's program and comple- 
ment it.

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MONONGAHELA APPRECIATES THE YBA 


L. Glenn Hazel* 


We expected some good results from the YBA 
visitation program but never expected what 
actually happened. Cur work has kept up 


well during the summer months and the atten- 
dance during September was splendid. We 
anticipated that due to the YBA we might ex- 
perience an increase of perhaps 10%, 


On the first Sunday of YBA, our attendance 
in the Sunday church school went up to 373. 
This was an increase of almost 100 over the 
previous Sunday. On the fourth Sunday we 
reached 400; on the fifth 401, and a peak 
of 410 on November 13, Our average atten- 
dance in Sunday church school for the month 
of October 1954 (last year) was 234. Our 
average attendance for the month of October 
of this year was 577, or an increase in ayv- 
erage attendance of 140. ‘We have had to re- 
arrange some of our departments and split 
classes which were too large. 


In addition to the splendid attendance in 
the Sunday church school our church attend- 
ance also showed a splendid increase. Dur- 
ing October 1954 we averaged 207 in the 
morning service. During the month of Octo- 
ber this year we averaged 349 or an increase 
in average of 142, Our attendance at the 
morning service became so great that we were 
forced to start an early service at 8:30 in 
order to accommodate the people. 

We find that with the two services we have 
been averaging from 325 to 350. Our best 
attendance at the morning service was on 
Sunday, November 13, when we had 146 at the 
8:30 service and 254 at 11 otclock or a to- 
tal of 400.
